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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment/remarks was received on 9/13/05 and has been entered 
and made of record. Currently, claims 1-12 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-12, more 
specifically claims 1 and 7, wherein on pages 2-4, the applicant asserts that neither 
Namikawa nor Tanimoto disclose "a transfer state being stored in a second storage 
medium". The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant as the reference on 
Namikawa does disclose such a feature. Particularly, Namikawa discloses a ROM "13" 
for storing a control program (see column 7 line 45-column 8 line 8), which transfers the 
program to a flash memory, and determines whether the program data has been 
successfully transferred or not (see column 8 lines 9-18), which shows the transfer state 
of the program. In addition, the state of the control program is stored in the down-load 
area "26b" in the form of stack numbers (see column 8 lines 29-43). A known definition 
of the term "state" is a way something is with respect to its main attributes. In this case 
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the stack number relates to the location of the program, which is an attribute of the 
program, and this information is stored in the status area of the down-load area "26b" 
which indicates where the control program is located and to which device the program is 
to ultimately end up. The current claim language does not explicitly specify what the 
term "state" is particularly related to. Further, the reference shows a plurality of ways in 
which the control program is tracked from the initial device to the external devices that 
the program is being transferred to. Therefore, the transfer state of the control program 
is known and stored in one of the devices at any given time and thus is analogous to the 
claim limitation as currently recited.
